Roosevelt and Cabinet Determine on

Case in Frisco. 


New York. Oct 27.—Louis G. Hamp- 


ton, assistant secretary of the United 
States Trust company of 
this city, 


shot and killed Victoria I. Taczkow, a 
beautiful young woman, in the Hotel 
Griffon, in West Ninth street, late last 
night, and then committed 
suicide. 


Hampton was infatuated with the 
woman and they had been seen to- 
gether many times during the past 
month. 
They had been at the hotel 


where the tragedy 
occurred 
since 


early yesterday. Whether or not the 
tragedy was the result of a pact be- 
tween the man and woman to die to- 
gether has not been determined, but 
the circumstances seem to show that 
the young woman had agreed to die 
•with her companion. 


Hampton Ageti; 
SVontiars Young. 


Hampton, who was about 60 years 


old, leaves a wife and two children. 
Miss Taczkow wag 29 years old and 
lived with her father 
and 
invalid 


mother. She was employed in a Fifth 
avenue department store. 
The Uni- 


ted States Trust company, of which 
L. G. Hampton was assistant secre- 
tary, is one of the largest and strong- 
est trust companies in New York. 
Ex-Secretary Lyman Gage 
was 
its 


president until recently and on his re- 
tirement 
Edward 
W. Sheldon was 


elected president and Mr. Hampton 
for some 
time as secretary. The 


events leading up to the tragedy have 
been traced by the police and accord- 
Ing to them the last chapter In what 
looks like an Illicit romance opened 
on Thursday 
afternoon 
last, when 


Hampton called at the Hotel Grlffou 
and engaged a room. 
He 
said he 


would return late that night or the 
next morning. 


Called Woman Hli Wife. 


"1 expect to have my wife with me," 


he said, as he was about to leave, and 
then halt hesitating he said, "Would 
you like mo to register now?" 


The maid replied that it would be 


time enough to do this when he ar- 
rived at the hotel to take the room. 


Hampton then 
loft 
and 
nothing 


more was seen of him until 
Friday 


morning when about 9 oclock he en- 
tered the hotel 
accompanied 
by a 


woman and going straight up to the 
hotel office bo registered as "Mr. and 
Mrs. Sinclair, Burlington. Vt." 


The woman who acompanied him 


was an unusually handsome brunette. 
She was fashionably dressed and car- 
ried a small traveling bag. 


The couple took breakfast and then 


went to their room. The woman left 
the hotel several times during tho day, 
but Hampton remained in his room. 


Maid Heard Shot. 


Soon after she returned from one 


one of these excursions early in the 
evening a light dinner was sent to 
their room and a request was sent to 
the clerk to call them at 11 o'clock 
last, night. 
"We want to he called at 11 so that 


we can catch a train," said Hampton. 


From that time until half-past 10 


nothing was heard or 
seen of the 


couple, but at that, hour a maid was 
In the corridor outside the room which 
they occupied, when she heard what, 
nhe thought, was an explosion in the 
street. She took no particular notice 
of it, at. the time. 


At. five minutes to H she went, to 


the room to call the couple,'but when 
her repeated raps at. the door brought 
•no response, she notified 
the hotel 


office. 
The room was opened with a 


pass key and the 
mystery was ex- 


plained. On the floor nt the laf end 
of the room, between a large mirror 
and a dresser, lay the man stretched 
out. 
on bis back. 
In his right, hand 


was clutched a revolver, while his hat. 
was held tightly in the left ha.nd. A 
shot fired into his mouth had entered 
his brain, killing him Instantly. 


Woman Shot Four Timer. 


Directly In front of the bed and on 


It. was the woman.. also dead 
Her 


•feet were on the floor, while her hen;l 
was resting on the bed clothes, with 
her left arm shielding her face.

must have gone through the heart. 


Coroner Identifies Victims. 


Word of tho tragedy was sent to 


the coroner's office and as a result 
of that official's investigation the iclen-. 
Hty of the victims was established. In 
addition to a valuable 
watch 
and 


other Jewelry found 
In Hampton's 


pockets, there were papers which di- 
rected inquiry to the apartment house 
In West Twenty-third street, where he 
had lived with his wife. 


At the United States 
Trust com: 
pany it was said today that Hampton 
was at the offices of the company on 
Thursday attending to bis duties. On 
Friday he telephoned that hn was in- 
disposed, but would be at, the office to- 
day. 
A'n officer of tho company said 


that Mr. Hampton's duties were secre- 
tarial only and that he had nothing 
to do with the company's finances. It. 
Is believed, the officer said, that his 
books were correctly kept. 


Mr. Hampton had been employed by 


Washington. 
Oct. 27.—President 


Roosevelt, after discussing with bis 
cabinet, yesterday the latest develop- 
ments in the Japanese situation, se- 
lected Secretary Metcalf of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor to pro- 
ceed to California, his home state, and 
examine thoroughly the status of af- 
fairs in San Francisco. Witli the con- 
test raised by the Japanese transferred 
to the courts, there is practically noth- 
ing for the federal government to do 
until after the case has been decided. 


There is no disposition in adminis- 


tration circles to admit that the con- 
troversy is purely local, a state's right 
affair, with which the federal govern- 
ment has nothing to do. Under the 
treaty between the United States and 
Japan the subjects of the latter nation 
are guaranteed certain treatment In 
the United States, and the federal gov- 
ernment contends that it has tho 
power to cross the border of a state to 
prevent, discrimination 
against tho 


subjects of Japan. The district attor- 
ney at San Francisco has been in- 
structed to collect material for Secre- 
tary Metcalf, who will leave Washing- 
ton today. 


No Danger of a War. 


The controversy with Japan has as- 


sumed a serious aspect. There Is no 
talk and absolutely no danger of an 
armed conflict. 
Japan's credit and 


treasury 
will 
not permit it, even 


though 
that government might de- 


sire to enter upon another war at this 
time. There Is, however, grave danger 
of commercial reprisals. When Rus- 
sia was the dominant force in( the 
east, although a close friend of the 
United States, that empire did nil 
within it power to exclude America, 
from participation in the trade of the 
Orient. 
Japan, 
assuming 
Russia's 


place as the dominant force, is con- 
fronted with the same situation, and 
notwithstanding 
the 
friendship 
be- 


tween the United States and Japan, 
the latter nation 1« yielding to the 
temptation and Is straining for ex- 
cuses upon which to base action In- 
jurious to American trade. 


The situation In Hawaii with regard 


to the Japanese is another and prob- 
ably better excuse for the Japanese 
government to levy commercial re- 
prisals. The seal poaching Incident, 
In which District Attorney Sims, of 
Chicago, will take a leading part, is 
another of the accumulation which 
Japan is raising Into a barrier to close 
the doors of the east, to American com- 
merce. Mr. Sims was in Washington 
today and talked with the president 
and the officiate of the department of 
justice concerning bis report on the 
killing of Japanese seal poachers.

Both the dulse and duchess have 


been invited to confirm or deny the 
report, but they are both mute, the 
duchess sending word that she has 
nothing to say on the subject of the 
reports, while the duke. I bus far. has 
not answered the telegrams addressed 
lo him at. Blenheim, where he is at 
present, rusticating In company with 
Winston Spencer Churchill and other 
relatives. 


The mystery wilh which the princi- 


pals are thus shrouding the affair has 
been further deepened by a statement, 
made by the duke's regular lawyers, 
who say they are entirely Ignorant of 
the existence of a deed of separation 
and that if a separation has boon ac- 
complished It must have been carried 
through by other attorneys.

Vanderbilt. was with her until three 
days ago, when he left London either 
for P;irls or New York. The report of 
the separation of tho duke and duch- 
i-ss hardly comes as a surprise. Ru- 
mors of their disagreements have- been 
circulating for several years and re- 
cently became more positive and de- 
spite" the desperate efforts of friends 
of tho family to keep their differences 
from tho public, gossip has been busy. 


There are unconfirmed reports that 


as late as last week final efforts were 
made by Mr. Vnnderbilt for a recon- 
ciliation for the sake of the children.

the Marlborough household intimate 
that the friction became more acute

Turkish law relatives of a male citizen 
of that land who leaves the sultan's 
dominion must pay a personal tax for 
the absent, member of the family. an,l 
this Ferris' relatives have been doing 
for ten years. 


Now he is preparing to petition the 


sultan of Turkey, setting forth that 
he left Bleadan, Syria, in" 1896. at the 
age of 15 years to set other parts of 
the world, and not with the intention 
of deserting his country: that since 
that, time his father by reason of the 
laws of Turkey has been assessed and 
compelled to pay personal taxation on 
behalf of the son as though he were 
a, resident of Turkey, though in fact 
no property, real or personal, of the 
son has existed in Turkish dominions 
since nis departure: that his father, 
mother, brothers and sisters and oth- 
ers near to him by kinship are now 
in Turkish territory nnd are contrili- 
tting their proportion of taxation for 
the support, of the Turkish govern- 
ment, and that each of them is and 
lias always been a faithful and loyal 
subject, of his Imperial majesty, the 
sultan of Turkey. In conclusion Fer- 
is humbly prays that, he be granted 
tho privilege of becoming an Amer- 
ican citizen, and that he and his kin- 
ship may be released from his obliga- 
tion of personal taxation by reason 
nf his nativity and allegiance to tho 
government of Turkey.

man law as it affects individuals: 


"Every contract, combination in the 


form of trust or otherwise in restraint 
of trade or c.oram 
eral states, or with foreign nations, is 
hereby declared to be Illegal. Every 
person who shall make or engage in 
any such combination or conspiracy 
shall be punished by fine not exceed- 
ing $5,000 or imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding one year, or by both said pun- 
ishments. In the discretion of the 
court." 
The same penalty is provided for 


persons who monopolize or attempt or 
combine or conspire to monopolize 
any part of interstate commerce or 
trade. May Dissolve Company. 


While the criminal side of this law 


is drastic, and while the jailing of men 
convicted under It would he claimed 
ss a great victory by the administra- 
tion, the civil side of the law Is of ex- 
treme Importance. That vests the cir- 
cuit, courts with power to prevent and 
restrain violations of this act—In brief, 
to dissolve the Standard Oil company 
should It be convicted ot violation of 
the statute. 
Soon after the government began 


sultory rebate prosecution against the 
Standard Oil company, Attorney Gen- 
eral Moody practically admitted there 
was not expectation of convicting any 
officer of great consequence in the 
company. In July It was unofficially 
admitted that It would be better to let 
John D. Rockefeller go free and to dls- 
eolve the corporation, 
restoring Its 


component parts to the active rivalry

In the November elections, women 


will cast their ballots in twenty-seven 
different states and one territory, in 
which they will enjoy full 
or frac- 


tional suffrage. 
The •v.-omen's suf- 


frage movement was launched along 
national lines In 1848, when the wom- 
an's convention was held at Seneca 
Falls, New York. It Is admitted, e^en 
by Its opponents, that great progress 
has been made by the movement since 
that time. It has never retrograded, 
and legislation on the subject has in 
variably conferred upon women more 
political rights than they hail former- 
ly enjoyed. 
Wyoming was the first sovereign 


state to grant1 women full rights at 
the polls, taking that step in 1890. 
Though the women of Wyoming vote 
at. all elections, they rarely become 
candidates for office. 
A few years 


ago they served on juries almost to 
as great an extent as tho, men; but 
this practice has now been nearly dis- 
continued- 
Colorado gave women the ballot in 


1893. In the large cities of that state, 
women seem to take almost as active 
an interest In public affaire as their 
husbands and brothers. Ten women 
have been elected to tho lower house 
of the state legislature; 
but never 


more than three have occupied seats 
at the same time. 
Four years ago 


Colorado hart 3 women legislators, 29 
county school superintendents, 608 
school 
directors, 1 county clerk, 1 


county treasurer. 1 assessor, 1 clerk of 
county court, and 1 clerk of district 
court.

A sympathy stirring 
story comes 


from Miller, S. D., in a news article 
as follows: Those who in years past 
watched with pleasure the rise from 
pioneer hardships to independence of 
the farmers now look with some con- 
cern upon a new situation, for the 
farmers, or large numbers of them, 
have actually quit milking cows and 
selling butter. And the abandonment 
of the dairy industry is causing 
a 


scarcity of money. 


It previously meant a weekly income 


to every household that sold butter, 
and the family that did not was looked 
upon as a black sheep, so universal 
was the custom. 


The income, so sure and often va- 


ried from four or five to thirty or 
forty dollars a week, owing to the 
number of cows milked. Each farmer 
had a cream separator and shipped 
high grade butter direct to the cities.

to the banks, for the farmers were

Sheep also 
keep the orchard clean of weeds and

Mumford, of the Missouri station, 


has come to the conclusion from ex- 
periments carried with sheep at that 
station that it is of gr.eat importance 
to feed ewes liberally: during pregnan- 
cy, so that they may produce large, 
heavy lambs. He found that the larger 
the initial weight of the lambs'at birth 
the more economical the gains they 
made'whcn put In the feed lot. 


Cook ripa tomatoes one hour slow-

Cucumber Catsup. 


Peel and grate a dozen good-sized 


cucumbers,' add one good-sized onion 
chopped fine and a small red pepper. 
Press out the jiilce that can be ex- 
tracted and pour on vinegar to make 
up the amount ot juice taken from it. 
Add salt to taste and bottle without 
cooking. If scalded this catsup will 
keep for years. 


TEST WILL SAVE MILLIONS 


| Cattle Breeders Should Use It to Discover Tubercu- | 


losis. 


Dr. D. E. Salmon, former chief of 


animal Industry of the department of 
iKTiculture, waged incessant warfare 
against 
tuberculosis. 
He declared 


that there is today no greater danger 
to the cattle 
and 
swine industries 


than that which confronts them in tho 
form of tuberculosis, already 
wide- 


spread and rapidly extending. With- 
out the use of tuberculin it would be 
Impossible to control this disease, and 
the farmer and stock raiser would be 
at its mercy. 


With tuberculin. Its control is not 


a difficult 
matter.

In testing animals with tuberculin 


the temperature 
of the tested sub- 


ject Is taken with a clinical (fever) 
thermometer every two hours, begin- 
ning at 6 a. m. and continuing until 
12 p. m., when a small quantity of 
tuberculin is injected under the skin 
and the temperature again taken as 
on the preceding day. If the animal 
has tuberculosis, there is a rise of 
temperature of two to six degrees 
Fahrenhite. 


If the animal is tree from the dis- 


ease, the temperature does not rise or 
vary more than the normal daily vari- 
ation. 
Careful attention should be 


given to the manner in which the tem- 
perature rises. 


A sudden and rapid rise of temnera- 


ture is to be regarded with susnicion, 
says Dr. Nelson S. Mays. In a typical 
reaction to the tuberculin test, the 
emporaturo ris^s gradually for two 
lours or more until It attains its max- 
imum: tlion 1t. gradually subsides. 


While *'IP testinc by tuberculin is 


not a difficult matter, it is usually
